Status of Claims 

1 . Claims 1 , 5, 6, and 8-1 5 are pending. 
Claims 1, 5, 6, and 8-15 are allowed. 
Claims 2-4 and 7 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,5,6, and 8-1 5 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
claims are allowable due to the amendment, filed August 13, 2008; Appellants remarks 
beginning in the last paragraph on page 5 through to the last paragraph on page 8 of 
Appeal Brief, filed May 30, 2008; and the Table 1 on page 13 of Appellants 
specification, filed September 10, 2004. Accordingly the rejection of claim 6 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph is withdrawn and the rejection of claims 1, 5, 6 and 8-15 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Vogel et al. (US 5,004,478) in view 
of Combs et al. (US 6,821 ,308 B2) is withdrawn.
